There  is  nothing  in  the  Tibetan  rellgiou^ 
ritual  which  Is  mysterious  or  inexplicable 
in  We.stern  terms,  though,  to  the  unini- 
tiated and  uncritical,  some  of  ihv^TibeUn 
Buddhlat  pheopmena  would  seem  nothing  • 
short  of  miraculou.s  Much  Is  made  In  the 
popular  works  on  Yoi^l  of  the  so-called 
feat  of  levlUtlon.  I  hava  mat  many 
Lamas  who  believe  It  pOBSlbla  for  a  human 
body  to  float  through  the  aff  from  peak 
to  peak.  but.  during  my  stay  In  Tibet.  X 
saw  no  such  floating  bodies. 

I  have,  however,  ^en  Lamas  appar- 
ently make  their  booies  lighter  and  sud- 
denly spring  several  feet  into  the  air 
without  vi.sit)ie  mu.scular  efTort.  This  phe- 
nomenon occurs  al  certain  religious  rites 
during  which  one -Lama  enters  a  sort  of 
trance  and  makes  oracular  utt<'rance.s 
This,  individual  may  be  la  Una  slate  for 
several  hours,  during  which  tlnrt  ha  may 
leap  from-the  ground  by  some  sort  of  mus- 
cular >spasm  a  number  of  times.  Afler 
the  ceremony  this  Lam^lt' taken  away  In 
an  exhausted  state,  and  It  usually  takes 
him  several  days  to  Recover  Irom  it.

It  is  negligible  if  the  hives  become 
spotted  tp  a  small  extent  at  these  times,  as
